Caqpatitlou with mediaeval tryanuism. 
Qtrmans Barbarous. 
"French captives in Germany have 
endured tremendous suffering, have 
died of tuberculosis and skin diseases 
and of Just plain starvation ; the world 
knows and wlU long remambar tha 
story of that martyrdon. Tat 
aaeh Intolerabto aaaariaaa ti tta 
and the Mttar loaidta and oOMMtT* 
treatment with which they were 
oowpled. the Freadi gore r mwt poUcy 
haa not been eoe of reprisal or halts- 
tloa of Oermaa method. Oermaa 
pawphlataara were hmf arreral months 
a«e taforalac tha BMrtnla and iheir 
owa popatottoaa o< the terrUile hunl- 
ahlpa tt QeraMB and Austrian prison- 
en la France and Great lirituln. 
Switaerland sent investigators and ol>- 
servera to the Frenelt camps and they 
came home, not merely with reports of 
their observations but filled with ea- 
thusiasm for the system of treatment, 
the food, sanitary sleeping and living 
quarten, hours of labor ami opportuni- 
ties for recreation. Tlie men u ho have 
found Hhelter in Frencli cainiis me 
quite eontenti'il.

Connty Agricultural Agent, Joaeph 
Harth, has racaivad a packaga of ap- 
plication tarda to h« aaad ia aacnr- 
ing boys to work on (arnu in this 
county. These boys are members 
i ihe Winking Reserve, a na- 

tional orgaiiixatiun hiving for its o'j- 
ject tha placiag of young men be- 
tween t6 aad at yaara of age on tha 
farms to help ia piaciag eat tha farm 
labor ahortaat. 
Tha Baaarva ia caaipoaad kr^aly 
f young men of tha city high 
c hoots. The plan has the oAcial 
endorsement of President Wilaon. 
It is nut an experiment but has been 
in successful operation in Canada for 
the past two years.
